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VENETIAN BENT IRON WORK.

VENETIAN bent iron work is an art in 
itself. For the iron work of to-day 
can be made by any amateur if only 
patience is exercised and close application 
given to its methods, for in that success will 
surely be gained. 

The first illustration is that of a calendar 
stand. For outside frame use three-eighth- 
inch by one-eighth-inch iron rod, for scroll 
work three-eighth-inch ribbon, and for the 
oblongs, the day, month and date. Tnis 
ribbon should be doubled, making it, of 
course, stronger and firmer. 

The same should be given for the scroll 
used for the base, as this needs also to be 
firm in its construction. To make this seven 
inches wide and the same height in propor- 
tion, one-quarter-inch ribbon will do; if 
larger, then use three-eighth-inch ribbon for 
the scroll work and bind with one-quarter- 
inch ribbon. 

For design No. 2, which is very simple in 
construction and ornamental when made, 
different sizes can be constructed in five,

seven, nine or twelve inches, and is as equally 
decorative for dining-room as for parlor. 

In making a mat for the tea or flower-pot 
use three-sixteenths-inch square iron for 
outside circle, for scroll work and inner 
circles use three-sixteenths-inch ribbon and 
bind with the same. 

For the larger sizes, either eight, nine or 
twelve inches, use three-eighth-inch by one- 
eighth-inch iron rod and three-eighth-inch 
ribbon for scrolls, with one-quarter-inch 
ribbon to bind. 

Our third illustration is a decided novelty 
— an improvement on the common window 
screen so generally of use in the hot days in 
summer. 

For the frame hard wood is considered 
the best, or even the common pine, which 
for the ordinary window screens is selected. 
One-quarter-inch brass rod is heavy enough, 
equipped) by a curtain made of pretty China 
or India silk. Then use three-eighth-inch 
by one-eighth-inch iron rod at "A;" for 
scroll work use three-eighths-inch ribbon and 
bind with one-quarter-inch ribbon. 

The fourth illustration may be of all the 
most quaint and novel, especially for houses 
where electricity is generally used. It is au 
electric hanging lamp. For the main bar 
projecting from the wall use one-quarter- 
inch iron rod square; bind it as shown in 
the design. You can have this made at an 
art dealer's. For the scroll work use one- 
quarter-inch ribbon. Make for your electric 
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lamp a shade of dark red silk finished at 
the bottom with some rich fringe in the 
same or complementary colors. 

This pretty affair would do excellent duty 
for a man's den, an alcove, or a Turkish or 
Moorish room. Neatness and precision are, 
of course, necessary for all amateur work.
